F JUDGE HAWLEY'S Senatorial candidacy 


were segregated from every thing not strictly 


personal to himself, no one but himself would think 
of taking the matter seriously. 
There is nothing 


obnoxious in his personality; he is a clean man and 
has made a fairly good Judge. 
But in this State 


he has never been thought of by the public save 
in connection with the judicial offices which he has 
held continuously for thirty years. 
He has none 


of the elements which make for personal popularity. 


When it is said that Judge Hawley's character 


is clean, it is no more -than can be said of thousands 
oi others in the State. 
When it is conceded that 


he has made a fairly good Judge, he is merely put 
in a class with many others who have served in 
that capacity. He possesses a cold, unsympathetic 
nature, which, while it may occasionally be desirable 
on the bench, is certainly not calculated to make 
the masses rally around him with any degree of en- 
thusiasm. 
He has never manifested his sympathy 


for the masses, even by words publicly spoken. 
He^probaHyhas less claim on the Republican party 
of this State to Senatorial honors than has am 
othet man* of prominence within the organization. 
He has done 
literally nothing to 
mould and 


strengthen Republican sentiment. He has proved 
his devotion to Republican principles only by hold- 
ing office under it at a good salary. And now it is 
currently reported that he hopes soon to be in po- 
sition to draw two salaries, one as Senator and 
one as a retired United States Judge. 
Whether 


this-report is'well founded or not certain it is that 
he is taking none of the chances ordinarily incident 
to Senatorial candidacies. 
He is simply in the at- 


titude of a man ready and willing to accept anj po- 
litical plums which may happen to come his wa\ 
through the labors of others. 


But the peculiar weakness of Judge Hawlej's 


candidacy lies in the fact that his personality counts 
for nothing-at all in the political equation. Xo- 
body, Republican, Democratic or Silver Part} man. 
has'the-mosf distant idea that he will be elected. 
If there was the ghost of a chance for the Re- 
publicart party to elect a Senator, he would never 
have been thought of. 
He has been brought out 


merely to serve the purposes of Mr. Stewart, who 
will be a candidate for re-election two > ears hence. 


Stewart Jcnows that it is utterly impossible to 


elect a Republican now. What he wants is a Re- 
publican candidate who will meet the requirements 
of the present campaign and not be in the way in 
the next. For this purpose Hawley fits in admir- 
ably. 
In 1904, when Cleveland or Flanigan, or 


some other worker in the party bobs up, in his 
blustering way Stewart will brush

If Hawley puts in a fresh ap- 


pearance, the gentle and unselfish William will af- 
fect both sorrow and indignation. "Why," he v.ill 
exclaim, "Didn't I bring you out two years ago? 
Did you not have your chance? Did I not support 
you? How, then, can you have the presumption 
and ingratitude to compete with me now? Get 
thee hence, ingrate!" And 
Hawley, as in duty 


bound, will "get him hence." This will leave Mr. 
Stewart with an undisputed right of way as far as 
the Republican party is concerned. 
The Legisla- 


tive candidates of the party will be entirely "un- 
pledged," of course, but if elected they will all be 
rounded up for Stewart. 


That is the game, and it is so transparent a 


fraud that anyone familiar with Mr. Stewart and 
his methods ought to be able to see through it. 
Most people do, and to them the Senatorial candi- 
dacy of Judge Hawley, under the benign patronage 
of William M. Stewart is a screaming farce,
